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Stefan Bandera aka Stefan POPBL, age 50, Leader of the Banderist wing of 
the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists (OUN/B) ^ was found imconscious 
shortly after noon on October 15, 1959, at the foot of the stairs leading to 
his apartment at 7 Kreittaayr. Strasse, Munich;^2. Neighbors reported hearing 
h-tm cry out before he collapsed and rolled down the staircase. He died.^ort^ 
afterwards in a Munich hosplt^. An autopsy was ordered by the Munich Crinind 
Police Hofaicide Section, 

All of the Munich daily newspapers carried detailed acco\mts of his death 
and funeral as an inside page feature article. One of the newspapers. Die . 
Abendzeitung , a daily tabloid, ran the atmouiiceiaent of his mysteriotss death as 
^ front page story on October 16 ^ 1959, Bach paper reported the prellaiinary 
autopsy findings, of cyanide poisoning on October 19, 1959, and continued coverage 
to include detailed descriptions of the 15cb man funeral procession and service 
carried out under police protection pa October 20, 1959. 

As yet no official autopsy report has been issued; however, a tellable 
source has informed the Consulate General that autopsies on" October 17 and 18, 
1959, ^tabllshed that, the cairse of dej^th was cyanide poisoning,, probably ^ ; 

' administci^cd in a gelatin capsul^-vd^ the victim's food. Bandera*s body bore, 
no marks of Violence, Police officials in charge of the investigation now 7 
State that they are '^almost sure*' that Bandera was assassinated. They are not 
Optimistic' about finding the murderer although they have' one or tyro unidentified, ^ 
persons under iavestigatiMi. , 

Pol gre- reaction in Munich has been moderate, but It' is generally agreed 
that he has died a hero's death (Heldentod) , the vietdja of Bolshevik agents. 

The degree to which the yhole Ukrainian emigration felt his death is demons tirated 
by the fact that his political arch-enemy Mykola LlWtcij (Munich Despatch ,\t9, 
April 8, 1959), leader of the democratically oriented Ukrainian National Ra^Ha,^ 
attended the funeral. 
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Att official of Radio Li>>erty*' told one of the reporting officers that . 
monxtors of the station had reported h<iariii 5 a Radio Moscow broadcast on 
the subject of Daiidera^s death* This broadcast v^as a surrtmary of an article 
which appeared in Krasnaya Vezda (Red Star), the official Soviet Army news- 
paper p accusing Umidesnunister for Refugee Affairs Theodor Oberl^der of 
having had Baudera eliminated because Bandera knew too much about Oberlttnder’’s 
allegedly unsavory record as a Nazi cosmander in the Lenberg area of Poland 
during rforld War II, Radio Prague and Radio Lvov have echoed this thene. 

Although the theory that Bandera actually was the victin of a Soviet 
plot cannot be discounted, .it is also possible, in view of Bandera's own 
record of strong"*amt tactics and ruthless leadership, plus reports of an 
internal crises in OUN/B, that many people even within his ovm. organization, 
would have had a motive for tak.ing his life. 

CIRCUMSTANCES .OF BANDERA'S DEAIH 

The death of Stc^fan. Bandera, who used the cover name Stefan Popel and 
gave his profession as journalist to screen his identity in Munich, was not 
-witnessed by anyone so far as is knoim. He apparently 'dad spent the morning 
at his office, eaten a middle--of-the-^otning: snack of grapes with his secretary, 
Buger'if* ^'ACK nee SCZYHOL, completed' soine shopping en route hone, reach^ 
the first floor of bis residence at about noon before he collapsed and fell 
down the staircase to the ground floor. The stairs to his third floor apart- 
ment arc narrow, and unpolished and turn slightly to approach each floor. 
Apparently Bandera's cry as he collapsed brought nei^bors to his ^d. He 
was found on the ground floor by a 10-ycar-old neighbor boy. He had visible 
head injuries and was bleeding from the nose and mouth, 

Bandera's wife had seen him approach the building from their apartment 
window '«ind waited for him to reach the apartment* ^flieu lie did* not arrive 
she called his office* She then learned that her husband had been injur.^ 
and taken to the Red Cross Hospital in Lazaret tstrasse, Munich, She was with 
her husband; when he’ died at about 1:00 in the afternoon. He apparently did ' 
not regain consc.io^ness after his fall. . 

Bandera, wfibse life was marked by many dangerous activities including 
several reported attempts on his ijifQ recently, was not accompanied at the 
time by hia bodygt^rds, who had gone to lunch. The Mtinchner Merkur in its 
October 17-18 issue quoted the editor of th^ Bande ra^ewsp ape r , Mr. Wolodymyz 
LBNYC, as saying "Bandera felt ij^tnurie to all danger since he had survived the 
Partisan Wars and the years in prisons and concentration camps."

TENETS AND HISTORY OP THE OBN/B 

The following sammary of 'the tenets and history of Baaidcra^s patty, 
the OUN/B, was prepared by the reporting officers on the basis. of materials 
ranging from newspaper accounts to official records and scholarly worlds. 

The Banderist wing of the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists is 
the revolutionary element of the party. The OUN was founded in the Ukraine 
in 1929 by the late Col, Euhen (E\igen) KONOVAUBTS who was assassloa.ted 
almost certainly' by a Soviet agent in Rotterdam, Holland, in 19S8, B^dera 
split with the OUN in 1940 and has in the post-war years claimed a following 
of .^several hundred fellow Ukrainian exiles and refugees in West Germany, 
principally in .the Munich area. The Banderists publish a weekly newspaper, 
Szlach Pereaohy (.Road to Victory) in Munich, 

The OUN/B has imparted an unusual amoimt of almost 19th century 
nationalistic revolutionary fervor aiid militancy to its activities. It 
is a highly authoritarian orgajiizatioii, similar in its ideology to the 
Marxist URDE under BAHRIANY, and, although it has little toleration for 
other, parties, it lacks the anti-capitalist views typical of most Marxist 
movements.* .Its membership is generally active, conscientbus, patriotic, 
but lacks good political' education and tends toward demagoguery in its 
.extr^ist ideology, Bandera opposed the party of the democratic LIWYCKJ, 
the' Ukrainian Government in B^^ie, and fought against, the American Committee 
for Liberation, ■ a private American organization which tried to unify the 
-efforts of the various, exiles from the USSR, 

The OUN/B is, technically o^e of the member organizations of the Anti - 
Bolshevik Bloc of Nations headed by Yaroslay STETZkD, fonaec Prime Minister 
of the Ukrainian Republic 1917-21. Actually, /however, the ABN, which embraces 
many of the nationality groups of the USSR and the Satellite countries (but 
no RiMSi 2 inst) , is controlled . by’, the Bandera party ,. .

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COMMENTS ; 

Assassinations are nothing new in the Ukrainiaii nationalist movement, 
in the emigration or otherwise. Bandera was himself implicated in the 
1934 assassination of the Polish Minister of Interior, for his part in 
which he was sentenced to death. In Rotterdam, in 193S, Bandera’s then 
chief in the OUN leadership met his death by explosion when a box purportedly 
containing secret despatches from the Ukraine was delivered by one of his 
trusted lieutenants. This crime was '’almost certainly the work of Soviet 
agents.”* Earlier, in 1925, Simon PETLIURA, former, leader of the post- 
1918 Ukrainian Directory, was mysteriously murdered in Paris, possibly by 
Soviet agents. 



According to the rival MELNYK wing of the OUN (OUN/M) , Bandera* s 
group carried out a whole series of assassinations in the Ukraine in 1941 
(when the two factions were contesting the leadership of the Ukrainian 
partisan movement under the German occupation) . The most notorious of 
these deeds was the. ambushing of the Melnyk adherents, SBNYK and STSIBOMSKTI, 
on August 30, 1941, at Zhitomir; 

Although the facts are difficult to establish, the Bandera group,, .after 
World War II, developed a reputation for the use of false draunciations 
and strong-arm tactics in its competition wil^ other, emigre groups in West 
Germany. Many' emigre figures clearly do not personally lament his passing. 

His death, though, can have only an adverse effect upon the Soviet emigration 
as a viiole because of the demoralizing effect of another real or assumed 
Soviet political ^sassination under the noses of private bodyguards and , 
the German police and the fact that Bandera controlled one of the largest, 
most, closely knit', and militant emigre organizations in West Germany.

Because of' the personal quality of leadership in the OtJN/B and the 
closely allied Anti-Boishevik Bloc of Nations (ABN) it is impossible to 
take for granted that there will be an orderly and satisfactory transfer of 
power to a new leader. Mrs, Slava STET2XD, wife of. Yaroslav STBTZJKO, the ABN 
leader who flew from Spain to attend the Handera funeral, told, one of ..the ' 
reporting officers that Stetzko. would succeed to the leadership., Whether 
this will occur and whether the OUN/B will retain its force and unity remain 
matters of. speculation. What is certain is that any splintering of A major 
anti-Commxmist emigre group, eveU one having, undeniably repugnant features, 
as the.OUN/B, would be a Soviet psychological victory.

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As a footaote to the life and activities of Stefan Bandera it might 
be Mentioned that during the last few months of his life he had been making 
vigorous attempts to obtain a visa to visit the United States » and the 
question of his eligibility had still not been settled at the time of his 
death. On one occasion some months ago, K. Midthun interviewed 
him when he called at the Consulate General in connection with his visa 
applicatiosx. His explanation of the means by which the OUN/B wotild 
establish and preserve “democracy” if it came to power in the Ukraine lay 
largely in an unsophisticated assertion that democracy would obviously 
accompany national self-realization. At that time he prcmtised to send Mr, 
Midthtm some literature explaining the views of his organization, and he 
later did so. The following booklets, in the Ukrainian language, are 
being separately transmitt^ to the Intelligence Collection and Distribution 
Section <INR:ICD) in the Department:

Lived In Stryj\ in West Ukraine. 

Lived in Lwiw (Lemberg) in West Ukraine, Became active 
in the OUN under the leadership of Col, Buhen KDNDVALBTS, 

Rose rapidly in the hierarchy of the Party ^diich carried 
on terror istlc activities against both Poles and Russians 
in. an effort to free the Ukraine. He studied agricultural 
engineering! passing his exeminations in 1933. 

.Arrested in coimectioa with the assassination plot against 
the Polish Minister of Interior, Bronislaw FIBRACU and 
sentenced to death after two trials in Warsaw and Lemberg. 

Ihis sentence was changed to life imprisonment as a result 
of his legal appeal. 

September released from polish imprisonment by , Nazis, after 
serving his sentence at Warsaw^ Wronki, mci Krakow prisons. 

Brief period of freedom and renewed political activity. 

He joined the tvfo prp-Geman Ukrainian Support Battalions 
called Roland and Nachtig'all . He tried toj set up a free 
Ukrainian government but was arrested anC^iMprison^ by 
the Nazis. He split the OUN by forming 019J/B. OUN was 
tinder Col, Konovedets* leadership until his s^sassinatioa 
in 1938.

'Regensburg. Editor for Ukrai^an Publishing Co. , Munich. 

OON/^ split vdien Rebet Mhtla wing broke away to affiliate 
with UHVR. 
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Rejected for U.S. visa at Mtmich on grounds that this was 
”pre judicial to public interest.” (Section 212 (a) (27) of 
Inmigration and Naturalization Act of 1952) • Several 
reviews of this case i;^held this decision. Resided 7, 
Kreilmayrstrasser Munich 2 , with wife and three children: 
Natalia, bom May 26, 1941, in Sanok, West Ukraine; 

Audry, bom May 16, 1946, in Munich; and Amut-Xesia, bom
